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HISTORICAL AND BUSINESS REVIEW, 





' ITS PROGRESS AND PROSPECTS. 


Bloomington is a flourishing city, and the seat of justice of McLean 
Gounty ; is situated on the Chicago, Alton and St. Louis Railroad, one 
mile and a half south of its junction with the Illinois Central, and 126 
miles south-west from Chicago. It is beautifully located on the border 
of Blooming Grove, on a high, rolling site, and elegantly laid out. The 
surrounding country is rich in groves of trees, fine residences and farms, 
with a rich and fertile soil, adapted to the production of everything 
conducive to the wants or even the luxuries of life. ; | 

About thirty-five years ago the spot on which the city now stands, 
was a wild unbroken prairie. The natural advantages of the country, | 
prominent among them being the remarkable fertility and productive- 
ness of the soil, as well as the healthfulness of the climate, and the 
surpassing beauty of the situation, had begun to attract a few passing 
settlers as early as 1824, when the following named gentlemen, long 
since deceased, located upon the land where the city now stands, viz : 
John Hendricks, John Dawson and William Goodheart. In the same 
year came William H. Hodge, who made a claim of lands, and erected a 
small log house, the first erected within the present corporate limits of 
the place. At that time, however, there was nothing which could 
properly be called a settlement in the neighborhood, and none indeed 
of any consequence nearer than 30 miles distant, where there was then 
a small colony of eleven families. We allude to the few houses at Chi- 
cago, and about an equal number at Peoria, constituting the nearest 
settled points of any size. Messrs. Rood, Walker. Benson, and William 

_ Evans, came to the place at various times within the next few years. 

In 1829 James Allin, sen., came into this part of the country, and 
with him a new spirit of enterprise and industry, which had an immedi- 
ate and happy influence upon the rising fortunes of the little community. 
Mr. Allin became the purchaser, from the Government, of all the lands 
now embraced in and surrounding the old limits of the city. At the 

” session of the Illinois Legislature of 18380 and ’31 he succeeded in get- 
: tmg a bill passed for the organization of the new county of McLean, 
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with such boundaries as to make this spot the most feasible for the 
county seat. The county was formed by a division of Tazewell County, 
and the settlement of the boundaries between it and McLean became a 
fruitful subject for dispute and agitation among the early settlers of the 
country. Local elections frequently turned upon it, and it was for a 
long time a question of absorbing interest to the citizens of Blooming- 
ton. From the scattered nature of the early population, the old county 
limits were necessarily very large, and subsequent division becoming 
necessary gave rise to a great deal of anxiety and very earnest efforts 
upon the part of many citizens with reference to retaining Bloomington 
as the county seat. It is said that the principal inducement presented 
in the circulation of the first petition, praying for the proposed separa- 
tion, was the shorter distance to court, a matter of no slight importance 
in those days, when, owing to the want of sufficient accommodation, 
whole families frequently ‘camped out’’ in their wagons during their 
stay, bringing their own provisions and cooking apparatus with them. 
Mr. Allin brought to the place a small stock of goods, and opened the 
first store in a small log house which he also occupied as a dwelling. 
In this same house, and separated only by a thin partition from the 
family and domestic arrangements of Mr. Allin, the first courts were 
held, his honor Judge Lockwood presiding, and afterward in a small 
frame building, erected on the public square for that purpose, until 
1836, when a brick Court House was erected at a cost of $8,500. The 
present McLean County Court House is a building, situated in the 
centre of the public square, in the city of Bloomington, is nearly com- 
pleted, and the design, convenience in rooms for courts and offices of the 
county, is probably unequalled in the western country. It is 90 by 
131 feet, exclusive of projections. Outside walls, columns and steps 
built of stone, inside walls of brick, dome and joists iron. The hall 
capacious, with marble floors, and splendid finish. The grounds are 
being beautifully ornamented with trees, shrubbery, iron fence and 
stone walks. The building is thoroughly ventilated and substantially 
furnished with steam apparatus for heating. The furniture of the la- 
test style, with iron cases for records. The building was ordered by 
the Supervisors Court, at the expense of the County in the sum of 
about $400,000, and is truly an ornament to the County, of which its 
citizens may well be proud, and reflects great credit upon the architect, 
builders and commissioners, who have designed and executed the work, 
and the enterprise and liberality of the people of the county. 

Besides those already named, Messrs. Demmett, Larrison, Baker, 
Gridley, (1831,) McKisson, Covell, Rev. James Latta, (1830,) John 
and W. 8. Moore, Solomon Dodge, Dr. John Anderson, and K. H. and 
Jesse Fell, (1832,) may be regarded as the first settlers of Bloomington. 

Mr. Allin was decided upon locating upon the section now known as 
Bloomington, by observing that it appeared to be upon the natural lines 
of communication connecting important centres of trade, cutting a com- 
mon hazel switch to serve as dividers, he opened his map, and placing 
the twig so as to pass in a direct line from St. Louis to Chicago, found 
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it to pass also through Blooming Grove, repeating the experiment with 
other great centres, he met with the same result, and still further trials 
leading to the same conclusion that this point was one destined to be an 
important railroad centre, from this apparently trivial incident his re- 
solve was taken, to attempt the work of developing the wonderful re- 
gources of the country, with what surprising success may be seen. 

The first store as already mentioned, was commenced by James Allin, 
gep., in 1830, near the corner of the present Hast and Grove Streets. 
Up to 1840 there were not more than six small stores in the place. At 
the present time Bloomington can boast of as many fine brick store 
houses and enterprising merchants as any city of like size in the United 
States. Messrs. Gridley, Covell and Haines, were among the earliest 
and most prominent merchants, Der. John Anderson occupied an hon- 
orable position among the members of the medical profession. He was 
the first practising physician in the place, as early as 1832. He was 
followed soon after by Dr. Haines, and a partnership was soon formed 
between them. . 

The first brick building in the town was probably erected by James 
Allin, sen., in 1839, at the corner of Centre and Front Streets. Now 
they are scattered over the whole city, and many of them both private 
residences and blocks of stores would do credit to cities of a larger 

rowth. ‘The first steam saw mill in Bloomington was erected by Mr. 
Chase, of Cincinnati, in 1836. It was at least two years afterward be- 
fore a flouring mill was built in the neighborhood of Wesleyville, and 
soon after another, owned by Mr. Covell. The history of early mall 
building in the county was attended by some amusing incidents. One 
of the first objects in the place which attracted the eye of the traveler 
in those days, was a huge frame on the outskirts of the village, built of 
timber, and having long arms stretching into the air, without any osten- 
sible purpose. It was popularly known as ‘ Gridley’s Chapel,” being 
the property of that gentleman, and was originally intended for a wind 
mill. but all attempts to turn it to any use seemed destined to failure. 
After several useless efforts had been made to induce it to “fulfil the 
end of its being,” as a windmill of good antecedents should have done, 
a party of the more roguishly inclined took advantage of a high gale of 
wind to set it going and watch the results. The arms moved at first 
slowly and majestically in the breeze, but their motion gradually becom- - 
ing accelerated, it sooa culminated in an insane whirl of machinery, 
and the body politic being already somewhat crazy and unstable from 
long exposure, one portion soon parted company with the rest, and flew 
to a fabulous distance, being succeeded in its turn by another, until the 
whole structure, to use a Yankee expression, ‘¢ went to eternal smash,”’ 
and thus ended the history of windmills in this part of the country. 
» Many attempts were made to erect flouring mills, long before the first 
was built, and many hundreds of bushels of grain donated, after the 
primitive fashion of the times, to hold out inducements for some enter- 
prising man to engage in the undertaking, but without success. One 
ingenious citizen at last supposed that he had invented a cheap power 
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which could be applied to such purposes, and which he declared was 
destined to supersede, steam, water and all power heretofore discovered, 
or to be discovered in the future. He resisted stoutly any solicitation 
to make known his cherished secret, but proceeded with his plans in si- 
lence, with the purpose of forever silencing all objectors, and vindicat- 
ing the superiority of his invention over all others, by a grand exhibi- 
tion of the machinery in complete running order. On the day appoint- 
ed a considerable and curious crowd assembled to await the result. It 
should be premised that the inventor had previously been running a 
horse or “ox mill,” something upon the plan of an ordinary tread mill, 
and it was soon found that he intended to supersede the live stock by a. 
wagon placed upon wheels and heavily loaded with stone, the revolution 
of the wheels to give the necessary impetus to the machinery. All was 
hushed expectation until the order was given in stentorian tones, “ John 
cut the rope!’ The rope was accordingly cut, but instead of the busy 
hum of machinery, only dead silence saluted the ears of the anxious 
spectators. ‘The wheels, in defiance of logic which proved to a “demon- 
stration”’ that they would circulate refused to move. In a word, “ the 
thing wouldn’t go,” and the hopes of the citizens of Bloomington were 
once more doomed to disappointment, much to the disgust of the illus- 
trious inventor and with much laughter by the unbelievers. | 

The first public house in the place was kept by a Mr. Kimler. Rich- 
ard Edwards, Jarvis Gaylord, and the ubiquitous John Smith were suc- 
cessively among the pioneers of the “tavern keeping,” and their estab- 
lishment was dignified by the name of the Prairie House, | 

The winter of 1830—31, was remarkable for an extraordinary deep 
fall of snow blocking up the roads, and making travel almost impossi- 
ble; considerable privation, and, in some cases, even actual distress 
were occasioned by it, and a lively impression seems to have been left 
upon the minds of the early settlers, which has made the winter of the 
‘‘Deep Snow” an epoch in the early history of the place, to which all 
dates are referred, and which furnishes reliable data for all the weather- 
wise information of the “ oldest inhabitant.” 

The year 1831 was one of considerable depression and embarrass- 
ment, especially among the farming community; scarcely sufficient be- 
ing raised for the support of the population, but from that time matters 
began to mend, and a steady and encouraging growth succeeded. 

From 1836 to 1842 was another period of marked depression. Owing 
to the involved condition of the State finances and other discouraging 
circumstances, but few inducements were held out to immigration, and 
comparitively few improvements were made. Since then, however, the 
progress of the place has been constant, and increased wealth and pros- 
perity in all things, have been the rule. | 

The Indian war which broke out in 1852 created a great deal of ex- 
citement in the town and county, and a company of volunteers was 
raised here for the war, of which Gen. Covell was the Captain, Gen. A. 
Gridley, Ist Lieutenant and M. Baldwin, 2d Lieutenant. Other than 
this, very little excitement of any kind was known to disturb the peace 
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and quiet of the then little town. The few inhabitantts that were then 
here were at peace with each other; the soil produced bountifully ; 
produce of all kinds could be had in abundance at a ‘*mere song;’’ and 
as one of the old citizens expressed it. they were enjoying a “‘little 
heaven upon earth,” when all of sudden the ‘‘steam horse’ bursted up- 
on them; the Goths and Vandals of the Hast came rushing in; prop- 
erty changed hands; log cabins and little frame houses gave place to 
large and beautiful residences; flower gardens and tastefully arranged 
shrubberies were desecrated with the erection of large blocks of three 
storied brick stores; and the very earth seemed to tremble with the 
heavy march of improvement. ) 

These improvements caused a great advance in all kinds of produce, 
and is of course attributable to the facts of increased population and 
railroad facilities for shipment. In early times the only way for farm- 
ers to get money, was to cart a load of wheat about 40 miles to Pekin, 
on the Illinois River. Then nothing but wheat would bring cash—all 
other kinds of produce had to be traded for store goods at extravagant 
prices. Many of our more wealthy farmers, however, did not pretend 
. to sell their grain; but would feed it up to stock, for which, when 
grown and driven to Chicago or further east they got cash. Now all 
kinds of grain and produce sells readily for cash, and buyers are will- 
ing and anxious to purchase at good living prices. 

The following table will show the increase of inhabitants in Bloom- 
ington from time to time:

In 1850 the citizens thought it expedient to havea city organization. 
To get a city charter required a population of at least 1,500 inhabitants. 
The census was taken and the town found to contain, as above stated, 
1,611 souls, whereupon a charter was obtained, and the requisite 
officers elected. 

To the building of the two railroads (which intersect each other at this 
point) may be mostly attributed the recent rapid growth of the city. It 
is true that the place was in a healthy, growing condition, prior to their 
commencement; but not until they were commenced and completed did 
it assume the rapid growth and importance which it has now attained. 

The surveys for the Illinois Central Railroad commenced at this point 
in 1851. In the Spring of 1852 the work commenced, and in June, 
1858, the cars were running south to this point. It was expected that 
the machine shops of the Central road would be located here}. but the 
Company subsequently determined to build them elsewhere, and .con_ 
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sequently only a passenger house, freight house, &c., were erected here. 





In the spring of 1852 the surveys for the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis 


Railroad were made through this county, and in the fall of the same year 
the work commenced thereon near this place. In the fall of 1855 the 
cars were running from Springfield here, and in the spring of 1854 the 
road was completed through from Alton to Joliet, making a complete 
and speedy connection between St. Louis and Chicago. ‘This being the 
best and most central point on the road, the Company decided to 
establish their machine shops and offices here, which have been and still 
are of very great advantage of the city; bringing, as they have, a large 
and valuable class of citizens to reside among us, and employing an 
immense number of men as conductors, engineers, machinists, laborers, 
&e. : 

LaFayette, Bloomington & Mississippi Railway Company. This 


Company was chartered in 1867. and organized in September of that 


year. lts line runs from the City of Bloomington easterly through 


Saybrook and Paxton to a point on the Indiana State line, due east of 


LaFayette, Indiana. Its length is 80 miles. It connects at the State 
line with a road running easterly through LaFayette to Muncie on the 
Pittsburg, St. Louis & Cincinnati Railroad, Its subscribed capital 
stock is $467,000, owned by McLean & Ford Counties and the different 
townships along the line of the road. The grading to Saybrook, 25 


miles is nearly completed and the grading and bridging of the whole 


line is now under contract, to be completed by the 15th August, 1870. 
The route of this Railway from Bloomington westward has not been 
definitely decided upon, but it will be soon fixed and the Road pushed 
westward. It is expected that the Hastern Division will be completed 
by January Ist, 1871. The head quarters of the Company is in 
Bloomington and its present officers are: President, A. Gridley; Vice 
President, J. E. McClun; Treasurer, C. W. Holder; Secretary, Orr. 
Reeves. The Executive Committee in whose hands is the building of 
the road, is composed of the following named Directors: A. B. Ives, 
Bloomington; W. H- Pells, Paxton; C. W. Holder, Bloomington; J. 
H. Cheny, Bloomington; O, T. Reeves, Bloomington. Gol R. P. 
Morgan jr., is the Chief Engineer of the Company aud under his 
efficient management the Road is being built. 

The Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western Railway. This is another 
new and very important line to the citizens of Bloomington. It al- 
ready runs its cars from Danville on the Toledo, Wabash & Western 
Railroad to Pekin, with a prospect of the speedy completion of the 
whole route. We append an extract of the opening from the Blooming- 
ton Daily Leader of date May 2d, 1870. ‘At one o’clock, Sunday, 
May ist, the last rails were laid, which completes the L, B.& W. 
Railway, connecting Pekin and Danville, via Bloomington. Dr. H.

 ysed their influence in the location of the two depots—making one on 


the east und the other on the west side of the city, about three-fourths 
of a mile apart. This wise and judicious policy has caused the city to 
expand towards both depots, spreading the city out over a much larger 
area than it otherwise would have, and leaving uninjured the old and 
central portion of the city. | 

On the night of Oct. 16th, 1855, a large and destructive fire broke 
out in the stable attached to the Morgan House, and before the flames 
could be arrested every building on the block, except McLean County 
Bank, and Messrs. Dietrich & Bradner’s hardware store, was laid in 
mins. By it a large number of valuable citizens were suddenly depriv- 
ed of storehouses, workshops and homes—leaving in their stead only the 
blackened ruins of a fearful conflagration. The loss was variously 
estimated at from 75,000 to 150,000 dollars. 

The interests of religion and education have always been well and 
generously sustained in the community. The Methodists were the first 


denomination in the field, and held meetings for religious Services at a 


very early day under the ministrations of Rev. James Latta, then upon 
their circuit. His field of labor was very extensive, embracing nearly 
the whole area of the State, and public meetings for whorship, were for 
a long time ‘* like angels visits, few and far between.’ Services were 
held in the houses of the people, afterward in an old log schoolhouse, 
where the Roman Catholic Church now stands. The first regular 
church organization was effected in 1832, meeting in the frame bullding 
erected upon the square for a Court House. ‘The first church building 
was erected in 1834. Mr. Latta seems to have been a man of a good 
deal of influence in the early history of the settlement, and an efficient 
and faithful minister, 

The Presbyterian church had an organization in 1834. Rev. M. C. 
Gouch, being first pastor. The Campbellite and Baptist denominations 
established themselves in the place soon after, the Baptists erecting a 
substantial church edifice. There are at present in the city eleven 
church buildings, representing seven religious denominations, as follows : 
Methodist 1, German Methodist 1, African Methodist 1, Presbyterian 3, 
Baptist 1, Episcopal 1, Christian 1, German Lutheran 1, Roman Cath- 
olic 1, besides a number of others, having no settled place of worship. 
Nearly all of these edifices are of a very handsome and tasteful appear- 
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ance, and some of them possess high claims to elegance in architecture 
and internal finish. 

The first effort made toward establishing schools of a higher order was 
by Rev. Lemuel Foster, about the year 1856. He established a school 
for education in the higher branches, which he denominated an Acade- 
my, and which flourished for some time. Dr. Wm. C. Hubbs was one 
of the most successful. He had as pupils many who afterward became 
prominent in the history of the place and in other ways, Ye was a very 
useful man at public ceremonies and meetings in the early settlement of 
the place, always acting as master of ceremonies upon all public occa- 
sions, and being also a prominent member of the Masonic Fraternity 
upon its first location in the place. 

The Methodists erected the first University in 1854. The Board of 
Trustees of Wesleyan University was organized in 1852, and the pres- 
ent building erected soon after as stated. About the same time Mr. 
Major erected, at his own expense, the buildings known as the ‘Female 
Seminarys,’ It was at first conducted by the Campbellite denomination, 
afterward by other parties, but again reverted to the Church, for some 
years. It is now carried on by Prof. H. O. Snow, as principal, assisted 
by an efficient and able faculty. 

The Normal University of Illinois was created Feb. 18, 1857, by an 
Act off the Legislature. The interest of the University fund was set 
apart for its support, with the express provision that no portion of the 
iucome should be used in procuring or erecting buildings, but that it 
should be established in that town or city which should contribute most 
liberally for its accommodation, provided the proposed situation was not 
obiectionable. The city of Bloomington, McLean County, and individ- 
uals, contributed lands and other property, valued at 140, 000, and the 
institution was fixed in its present location, during the summer ‘of 1857. 
Work began at once on the building. 

Charles Ki. Hovey, of Peoria, was elected Principal, and the school 
began Oct. 5, 1857, in rooms hired for that purpose in the city of 
Bloomington... The financial crisis, which immediately followed, caused 
a suspension of the work on the building for more than a year. At 
length, extraordinary difficulties having been surmounted, the house 
was so far completed that the school opened in its rooms at 
the beginning of its fourth year, in the fall of 1860. During one year 
more its first principal remained at its head, and its numbers and influ- 
ence steadily Increased. But in the summer of 1861, Mr. Hovey was 
commissioned as Colonel of the 33d Regiment of Ilinois Volunteers, and 
four of the faculty and more than half of the male students accompanied 
him to the field. In the following Sept. the school commenced its Sth 
year, under the management of Perkins Bass, Esq., of Chicago, as Act- 
ing Principal. At the close of this year Richard Hdwards, of the St. 
Louis Normal School, was chosen Principal, which post he still holds, 

During the first term of 1866 the number of students in all depart- 
ments of the Institution was 438, having increased steadily since the 
interruption in the summer of 1861. 
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Pphe gradua es and other students of the school are extensively scat- 

yer the State, engaged in the work for which the commonwealth 
tered “berality and wisdom has fitted them; and this young institution 
“: r * to accomplish the great good its friends have hoped from it. 
a Bloomington Observer, (weekly,) was the first newspaper pub- 
' fa, in Bloomington, or in the county, and was established in 1836 
7 Messrs. James Allin, sen., Jesse Fell, and Mr. A. Gridley, and edi- 
ee by Wm. Hill, afterward for a short time by Mr. Fell. In 18388 the 
Observer espoused the side of the Whig party in politics. The name 
was changed not long after to the Western Whig, and the paper con- 
ducted by C. P. Merriman. In 1852°the name was again changed to 
the Bloemungton Intelligencer, the paper again passing under the man- 
agement of Mr. Fell, who sold out in a year or two after to Mr. Merri- 
man, and the sheet was baptized anew as the Pantagraph, by which 1t 
ig still known. It was sold in 1856 to KE. W. Foote, whv published it 
until 1861, E. J. Lewis being the editor. It 1s now owned and pub- 
lished by the Pantagraph Company, composed of Jesse W. Fell, Wil- 
Jiam O. Davis and James P. Taylor. 

Other journals have been established at various times, anid flourished 
for a brief period, to give place in curn to others, but none of them have 
survived for any length of time. Among them may be mentioned the 
 Buening Argus, National Flag, afterward the Lihinois Statesman, Lih- 
nois Central Democrat, Bloomington Times, and a number of others of 
more or less repute. ‘The fire of editorial controversy, it may be as- 
sumed, waxed high at times, as we find in an old number of the Intelir- 
gencer # brief item to the effect that an article had appeared in the 
Flag containing a long array of abusive epithets against the editor of 
the former sheet, of which ‘“‘dastardly whelp,”’ “scoundrel,”’ etc,, were a 
great deal the mildest. ‘‘ This, of cowrse, brought on a personal en- 
couter,” continues the “responsible” editor, but adds the gratifying fact — 
that ‘‘we were separated before either of us received any injury.’ 

The history of ups and downs of newspaper life received an addition 
in the sudden demise of the Bloomington Times, which came to an un- 
timely end at the hands of the 94th Regiment Illinois Volunteers in 
1861, when they were quartered in Bloomington. ‘The paper had be- 
come obnoxious to many of the citizens by reason of its Southern pro- 
clivities, and expression of sympathy for the States in rebellion, andithe 
excitement became so great as to lead the soldiers, abetted by prominent 
citizens, to destroy the office and press, since which the paper has not 
been revived. There is now published two daily papers, the Panta- 
graph, (morning,) Pantagraph Company proprietors and publishers, and 
the Leader, (evening,) Scibird & Waters, proprs. 

_ Bloomington is now busily engaged in manufacturing agricultural 

implements, steam engines, sash, doors, blinds, Plows, edge tools, &c. 

There are many new enterprieses on foot at this writing, which will, no 

_ doubt, prove profitabie investments to the parties concerned, as well as 

to the citizens generally. We note the erection of the Bloomington

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Stove Works, of which company Dwight Harwood, Esq., is president 
The extensive Hdge Tool Factory about to be started, or now in course 
of erection, also the new Rolling Mill of the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis 
Railroad Company. Among the Flouring Mills in very successful ope- 
ration we mention the following: Union Mills, 4 story and basement, 
of brick, Perry & Gray, proprs.; the Hagle Mills, 3 story and basement, 
of brick, T. J. Cox, propr.; besides several others. There are two 
coal mines in successful operation, the Bloomington Coal Mining Com- 
pany being proprietors of the north shaft, and the McLean County Coal 
Company, proprietors of the south shaft, each mining coal of excellent 
quality. Among the heavy agricultural implement dealers we mention 
Calais & Ball, and the old established firm of Harwood Bros., who also 
deal largely in Hardware. Maxwell, Batchelder & Co., and Miner & 
Hewitt, books and stationery. There are also many excellent houses 
engaged in the lumber business. | 

To conclude our brief sketch, it is only necessary to.indulge in a 
passing allusion to the present of the city and its prospects for future 
prosperity. Possessing a situation second to none, and commanding 
the trade of a region richly blessed by nature, with all the resources of 
climate, and a soil of inexhaustible, and as yet, almost undeveloped fer- 
tility, improved by the hand of science and practical talent, abounding 
«a an industrious and educated population, Bloomington has every ad- 
vantage which her intimate connection with the great Agricultural in- 
terest of the county and State can bestow. Placed upon two lines of 
communication with the two great centers of Western trade—St. Louis 
and Chicago—and through them bound to the East and South, a vast 
field is opened to the activity and industry of her people. Further than 
this, she possesses in the enterprise and public spirit of her citizens and 
business men of all classes, a fund of never-failing strength and re- 
sources, upon which to draw for her future advancement in all that con- 
stitutes the honor and prosperity of a community. 

The location of the city is very fine, being upon high ground, includ- 
ing a number of beautiful hills and slopes, affording delightful sites for 
residences, and insurixg an excellent drainage through all parts of the 
city. It is an admirable spot in a business point of view; high and dry 
with excellent basements and cellars for storage, while the surrounding 
cougtry is rich in groves of trees, beautiful residences and gardens, 
giving proof of wealth and culture to an unusual degree. In fact evi- 
dences of taste and refinement everywhere abound among her citizens, 
and give reason for the pride which they manifest in their beautiful city ; 
and in addition to this, the location of the State N ormal University, the 
Wesleyan University and the Public Schools are an honor to the dis- 
trict, while the Hvangelical Churches are so numerous, 80 well appoint- 
ed and so united in friendly intercourse, that it really adds a great 
charm to the location of the city. 

The business of the city, is remarkably flourishing, and. will compare 
favorably with that of any place of equal size in the State. ‘The fine 
business blocks surrounding the square, and upon the principal business 
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are an honor to the city, and some of them hardly to be excelled 
mnch larger places.

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The present system of Free Schools was organized in 1857. The 
first Board of education consisted of C. P. Merriman, E. R. Koe, Eliel 
Barber, Samuel Gallagher, Henry Richardson, and R. O. Warriner. 

Measures were inaugerated in April of 1857 to build what is now 
known as the 4th Ward School House. It was used for a number of 
years as the High School in connection with the schools of lower grades. 
Temporary buildings were also erected in other parts of the city as 
rapidly as required. 

The schools were continued under the law and organization of 1857, 
until the year 1865 when the school law was amended, giving the Board 
of Hducation power to raise more money for school purposes. In the 

year 1863 the records show an enumeration of the children of the city 
to have been taken by the superintendent, J. H. Burnham, and the 
whole number of children in the city was found to be 4,085. In the 
same year Mr. John Hull was elected, principal of the High School, 


- which position he held for several years. Mr. Hull oraduated with the 


first class in the state, Normal University, and was connected with the 
Schools after retiring from the school either as superintendent or member 
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| i of the Board, until 1869 when he was elected County Superintendent

The whole number of pupils in all the schools for year ending April 
1st, 1870, was 2,405 and whole number in daily attendance 2,063. 

The whole number of persons under 21 years of age in the city, 18 
about 6,500, and of school age 4,300. 

An election was held on the 21st day of May, and the people voted, 
authorizing the Board of Education to expend the sum of $50,000 in 
building additional school houses during the present year. 

The public schools have grown very rapidly during the past two 
years, both in number and efficiency, and the citizens show by their 
action their appreciation of them.

In 1849, the National Temple severed all connection with the Sons of 
Temperance, and became a seperate and independent organization. 

Its foundation is the principles of Temperance and Fraternity, and 
its pledge binding until the end of life. 

Local causes have impeded its progress in certain portions of the 
country, and its members seemed to fear that the whole order was re- 
trograding ; but the order still goes on, and is destined to be the lead- 
ing temperance organization of the age, and its members may be count- 
ed on as regular life soldiers in the cold-water army. 

The rituals in their diction and moral tone, compare favorably with 
those of any benevolent order in existence; its fraternal ties and bene- 
fits are sufficient to protect and relieve all its members when necessary. 

This order was the first to secure the ladies influence. Other orders 
have since introduce this feature, but The Temple of Honor claims and 
is entitled to the credit of being the first to move in this direction. .

On the four corners there are flags, accou- 
trements, &c. Above this. disc isa second disc surrounded with a finely carved 
festoon of laurel. From this disc starts the main shaft, which is eighteen feet high, 
tapering gradually to the top, and surrounded with a cap, and a life size figure of a 
Colonel resting on his sword, holding in his right hand a field glass, and facing the 
South. The whole height of the monument is forty-nine feet from the ground to the 
top of the Colonel’s head. It is the finest monument in the State, and one of the 
finest in the Country. Its cost was $15.000. Mr. Haldeman, made this his master 
piece, and it reflects great credit upon his genius, as it is superior in many respects 
to imported work. |
